them safe conducts. After the 
overthrow of the dictator some of the mem- 
bers of the Junta who had been protected and 
who felt grateful for it undertook to stop the 
senseless clamor against Americans. Knowl- 
edge of this and the fact that the Junta was 
itself divided led the administration to be 
much more patient than it would have been 
under ordinary circumstances. But the con- 
servative element in the Junta seems to have 
been overawed. Mr. Montt, the Provisional 
Minister or Envoy, was himself one 
of the men whom Minister Egan 
had sent on board the Baltimore. 
But Montt does not seem to know what grati- 
tude is, and through Julio Foster has inspired 
much of the abuse of Egan that has appeared. 
In yesterday’s informal talk Secretary Blaine 
gave him some friendly advice, which if acted 
on would undoubtedly lessen the domestic 
troubles of the successful faction. He told 
Mr. Montt how the United States had treated 
the leading rebels at the close of the war for 
the Union, and suggested a like generosity on 
the part of the Junta would do more for the 
unhappy country than all the revengeful per- 
secutions. Mr. Montt himself acknowledged 
the same right of asylum and suggested that 
the refugees could leave the legation with 
Minister Egan at their head and give them- 
selves up to the courts. 

“They might want to know who was behind 
them,” said Mr. Blaine, dryly. The Chilean 
envoy had read the reports of the way the Bal- 
timore’s sailors had been run through their 
backs with bayonets and he saw the point of 
the Secretary’s remark. 

Foster Remarkable Silence. 

At the Chilean headquarters today neither 
Julio Foster nor Mr. Montt had a word to 
say. Foster's silence was the wonder of the 
capital. It is the first duy in weeks that he 
has not been ready with a diatribe against the 
United States. But yesterday’s rebuff at the 
State Department had for once quieted him. It 
was surmised though that the rumors current 
in Valparaiso last night about an Attack 
on the legation in Washington might have 
been due to his excitable temperament.

The fact of his 
friends and others going to the 
meeting armed with shotguns and Winchester 
rifles has caused a general sentiment that the 
trouble was efpected. Buckenort was twenty 
miles east of Eldorado, and it is estimated 
that fully 500 people attended the speak- 
ing. Bryan had hardly finished his last 
sentence when some one in the crowd 
fired, causing a general stam Burk 
Manning, one of the injured, died today. The 
remains of a 3-year-old girl were found after 
the crowd n crushed almost beyond 
recognition. J. A. Towns and Manning were 
shot with Winchesters.. Five other men were 
seriously wounded. Their names cannot be 
learned. The trouble has caused intense ex- 
citement throughout the State, and it is feared 
will break out elsewhere when Bryaa resumes 
his work. Leading members of the Alliance 
in Little Rock are loath to believe that 
their State Legislature caused the trouble. 
They say that when the trnth is known it will 
be discovered that an attempt was made to 
prevent him from speaking, and he being a 
fearless man took the chances. It is rumored 
here that Bryan will be in Little Rock tomor- 
row. He is a candidate for Congress in the 
Fifth District on the Alliance platform.

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LIVELY FIRE AT THE STOCK-YARDS. 


International Packing Company’s Smoke- 
House and Sausage Factory Destroyed. 
The smoke-house and sausage factory of the 

International Packing company, Forty-sev- 

enth street and Center avenue, in the Stock- 

Yards, was gutted by fire early last evening. 

Between 100,000 and 150,000 pounds of pork 

were burned. The loss is estimated at from 

$15,000 to $20,000, fully covered by insurance, 

The building was a two and one-half story 
brick, 200 feet long by 75 feet wide. The fire 
started from sume unknown cause in a small 
office room on the second floor at 
the south end. It was discovered by 
Watchman Brown about half an hour 
after the men employed in the building had 
quit work. He cailed for help and a chemical 
engine belonging to the company was brought 
to play on the fire. The floors of the building 
were soaked with grease, however, and the fire 
spread rapidly. An alarm was turned in and 
as soon as the department arrived a second 
alarm followed, so rapid was the advance of 

flames. 

By this time the whole top floor was ablaze 
and the siaughter house, which joins the 
smoke house to the north, was in danger. A 
third alarm was turned in. There was a stiff 
breeze from the south, which sent the fire with 
redoubled fierceness towards the slaughter 
house. It began to look as if this building 
would go and Chief Swenie sent in a special 
call for more engines. lt was over an hour 
before the tire was under control. 

Supt. Mayo said the tire would not interfere 
with the work in the other departments and 
the company would rebuild. About 200 men 
will be thrown out of work by the fire. 

There was considerable excitement for sev- 
eral hours yesterday afternoon in the terri- 
tory lying between Oak Park and Ridgeland. 


About 3 o’cluck a spark from a Wisconsin 


Central locomotive set fire to the prairie grass, 
and a strong wind helped fan the flames so 
that all efforts to extinguish them were for a 
time in vain. By 8 o’clock in the evening the 
fire, the reflection of which could be seen for 
miles, had swept over ninety acres of land on 
which there were no houses. A few sidewalks 
and sections of fences were burned, The only 
material property loss was to the Wisconsin 
Central railroad company.

CHARGES AGAINSL JUSTICE GLENNON. 


A Prosecuting Citizen Alleges Malfeasance 
or Negiect in a Case. 

The Citizens’ Association has now in hand a 
case in which malfeasance or neglect is 
charged against Justice Glennon. The al- 
leged facts in the case are as follows: 

Wednesday, Oct. 14, a respected citizen, 
who desires to withhold his name, was stopped 
and insulted on La Salle street by two disrep- 
utable women. He called an officer, who 
took the women to the Central Station, where 
charges were preferred against them. The 
case, it is alleged by the complaining citizen, 
was called at the Harrison Street Police Court 
before Justice Glennon the next morning. 
A witness in, the case in telling of 
this trial allegbs that “when the Justice 
called the names of the women under arrest, 
their attorney, a colored man, whispered to 
him ‘pass that,’ and Justice Glennon did as 
he was asked, notwithstanding the fact that 
the citizen and officer were present with wit- 
nesses to prosecute the case. Becoming sus- 
picious, the citizen asked the Justice if the 
case would be called again, and the response 
was ‘sure.’ We waited there all forenoon be- 
fore we discovered that the prisoners were 
nowhere around and that they had been liber- 
ated ona bail bond that had been given by 
their lawyer. Upona protest by the citizen 
the bonds were declared forfeited and the case 
set for Oct. 22. When the case was called at 
this date the women were fined $25 and costs 
each for disorderly conduct. Upon examining 
the records at headquarters we discovered that 
these fines had been ‘stayed.’ A8 there was 
no prosecuting attorney, these fines must have 
been stayed by the Justice.”’ 

The case has been laid before Chief Mc- 
Claughry, who promised that it should be re- 

laced on the docket and the fines collected. 
he Chief also ordered the bonds given by the 
colored attorney forfeited. 


AN ELECTRICAL MANUFACTORY. 


The Works of the Prof. Gray Company to 
Be Built at Idlewild at Once, 

At Mlewild, two miles south ot Highland 
Park and on the west side of the Northwestern 
railway, will be erected the factory of the 
Gray Electrical company, of which Prof. 
Elisha Gray is President. The building is to 
be 60x140 feet and three stories high. W. W. 
Boynton & Co. are the architects. The work 
of construction will commence at once, And it 
is calculated the factory will be in operation 
by April 1. The cost of the building will be 
$30,000. One hundred men will be employed, 
chiefly those skilled in the manufacture of 
electrical apparatus. It is the intention of the 
company to manufacture all varieties of elec- 
trical material permissible under the patent 
laws, but the chief object will be to manufact- 
ure the telautograph instrument, which is an 
invention of Prof. Gray, and the introduction 
of which into the general 4 system, 
it is claimed, will simplify and facilitate com- 
mercial transactions by telegraph.

CHILE WILL BE BROUGHT TO BOOK. 

The telegram which was sent by the Presi- 

dent’s order to the American Minister in 
Chile the 23d inst., after setting forth the de- 
tails of the assault made upon American sail 
ors in Valparaiso the 16th, a» reported by 
Capt. Schley of the Baltimore, orders him to 
bring them to the attention of the Chilean 
Government and to inquire if it has any ex- 
planation to offer of this unfriendly act, 
“ which might put in peril the maintenance 
of all amicable relations between the two 
countries. The President closes his dispatch 
with the confident expression that ik the 
facts are as reported by Capt. Schley this gov- 
ernment cannot doubt that the government of 
Chile will offer prompt and full reparation.” 
If the reply ot the Chilean Government, which 
not yet has been made public, is stated cor- 
rectly in the dispatches as to its general tenor, 
the Chilean Government has done nothing of 
the kind. In its reply to the American Min- 
ister’s communication it refuses to accept any 
responsibility for the affair, notwithstanding 
the direct and circumstantial nature of Capt. 
Schley’s report, which 1s thus set forth in the 
original dispatch: 

You will observe that the Board of Officers so- 
lected by Capt. Schley to investigate this affair 
report that our sailors Were unarmed and gave no 
provocation; that the assaults upon them were by 
armed men, greatly superior in numbers, and, as 
we must conclude, animated in their bloody work 
by hostility to these men as sailors of the Unitad 
States. You will also notice that the character of 
some of the wounds indicate that the public po- 
lice, or some of them, took part in the — Bia 
and will also 2 other American sailors 


were, without any apparent fault, arrested and 
for some time held by the authorities. 


To the insolent reply of Chile there can be 
but one’ answer. It must give satisfaction or 
take the consequences. As it now appears 
there is not a redeeming feature in the con- 
duct of the Chileans. The outrage was not 
only a cowardly assault upon American sailors, 
but apparently a delibcrate and studied in- 
sult to the American Government whose uni- 
forms these sailors wear and under whose flag 
they are in service. The vindictiveness dis- 
played by the Chileans is evidence of their in- 
tention to insult this government in a con- 
temptuous manner, and their reply to a de 
mand which was made in a friendly spirit only 
emphasizes their intentions. 

It is possible that further diplomatic negoti- 
ation may result in the avoidance of war and 
that the Chilean Junta may yet back down 
from its untenable position and make the 
necessary reparation, ‘Sut it will not be the 
part of wisdom to rely upon this so explicitly 
as not to go ahead with preparations for war. 
Redress must be had, and it is much more 
likely to be secured if the Chileans realize 
that this government is in earnest and pro- 
poses to enforce its demands without delay or 
modification. Fortunately we have already 
in Chilean waters the Baltimore, whose com- 
mander is one of the bravest and most skillful 
officers in the navy. One or two other vessels,

But they will get 
there all the same.“ The government must 
be in readiness to exact redress if it has to 
sink every Chilcan vessel and destroy every 
Chilean port, or it must be held in contempt 
and spit upon by every third-class power. 


THE COOLEYITES STEALING THE REPUB- 
LICAN PURE-WATER POLICY. 

The Citizens’ committee members and ex- 
members of the Drainage Board—Messrs. 
Prendergast, Hotz, Gilmore, Altpeter, Nelson, 
and Willing—are being paid at this moment the 
highest compliment. Their bitterest enemies 
—the men who have been denouncing them 
for the last year, who attempted to legislate 
them out of office, and, failing in that, to 
hamper and obstruct them in the prosecution 
of their work—have come over to their posi- 
tion, ostensibly at least, and are professing, 
though only for the purpose of getting into 
office, that if they do get into power they will 
adopt the “pure-water” policy of the very 
Trustees they have been abusing so malig- 
nantly. 

When Mr. Cooley of Evanston began mak- 
ing his electioneering speeches for Drainage 
Commissioner he stuck to the text he had 
been preaching from so many years and 
talked ship canal and nothing else. He was 
full of the deep-water improvement of the 
Illinois River. He dwelt on the necessity of a 
great 22-foot waterway to the gulf, to be 
constructed ma aly at Chicago’s expense. 
He said “it might involve some incidental ex- 
penses, but they would add only 10 or 15 per 
cent to the cost of the work —“ a little matter 
of six millions.“ When other Democratic 
candidates had anything to say on the drain- 
age question they followed in Cooley’s wake, 
with much gabble about the “commerce of 
a continent, but nothing of pure water for 
this city. 

The party managers soon saw that the yoters 
did not take kindly to this talk, that they were 
not enraptured with this proposition that they 
spend six or more likely sixty million dollars 
extra for deep water navigation on the IIlinois 
River for the glorification of Cooley. Hence 
the latter was ordered to change his tune, to 
drop his “imperial waterway” and begin 
talking about pure water for the people of 
Chicago. It is hard to teach an old dog new 
tricks, but the carpetbagger was taught it. In 
his later harangues Cooley and his associates 
on the ticket cunfine themselves to the neces- 
sity of pure water and sanitation, and declare 
that the sewage mast be diluted, and the drink- 
ing water of the people kept from pollution, 
so that the “sickness”? which they allege ex- 
ists now by reason of impure water may be 
ended. And they say that if they get control 
of the board the people shall have pure water. 

That is not the Democratic platform or the 
policy of the Democratic Trustees. It is the 
Republican policy and of the Citizens’ Trustees. 
The Democratic leaders have become scared 
and are trying to steal the thunder of their op- 
ponents. They have backed down from their 
deep water ship canal. They have scuttled 
hurriedly off their platform and are trying to 
climb up on the Republican policy. This 
piece of ignominious crawfishing is a compli- 
ment to the majority of the Drainage Trus- 
tees, It is a vindication of their position and 
that of the Republicans. But it is also the 
strongest reason why the carpetbagger Coo- 
ley should not be elected to the board. 

It is certain that the two Republicans— 
Boldenweck and Eckhart—wilil labor to give 
the people pure water. But there is good cause 
to doubt the sincerity of this sudden con- 
version of Cooley. If he should beeome a 
Trustee he would strip off his ill-fitting pure 
water’ garments and don his ship canal and 
Skokie cut-off vestments, which he has not 
thrown away but hung up in the closet to be 
put on again when elected. 


TEXAS MILLS RECKLESS USE OF FIGURES. 

The other day Mr. Mills tried to show the 
Ohio farmers the horrible effects of protect- 
ive duties on the price of domestic manufact- 
ures. He said that they had to pay eight bill- 
ions of dollars for the home-made goods 
manufactured in 1890, but that with free 
trade in force they would have had to pay 
only five and a half billions for the same 
goods (!), and would have saved two and 
a half billions (!), which had been pocketed 
by the manufacturers (1). He assumed that 
the price of all American-made goods was 
raised 45 per cent because the average duty 
on imports was 45 per cent. But he made a 
concession to the effect that perhaps the in- 
creased price obtained by the American man- 
ufacturer was only $1,200,000,000. That 
would mean that the tariff duties had raised 


the price only 18 per cent. 


So Mr. Mills thinks he is speaking moder- 
ately when he says that free trade would re- 
duce the present selling price of all American 
goods 1,200 millions and that that could be 
done without lowering wages—simply by 
trimming the *‘illegitimate” profits of manu- 
facturers. It is easy to show what the result 
of such a reduction would be. 

The value of the cotton goods made in Mas- 
sachusetts in 1885 was $61,425,000. Had there 
been no duties these goods would have been 
sold according to Mr. Mills’ figuring for 
$52,055,000. The cust of the raw material in 
those goods was $36,625,000 and the wages paid 
were $16,915,000, making a total of $53,520,000, 
or $1,465,000 more than the goods should have 
sold for according to Mr. Mills. The raw 
material of the cotton-weaver pays no duties, 
so he would get it no cheaper under Mr. 
Mills’ free-trade tariff than he does now. And 
this cost does not embrace superintendence, 
marketing the goods, bad debts, borrowed 
money, interest on capital invested, wear and 
tear of plant and machinery, fuel used, insur- 
ance or taxes, All these must amount to a 
number of million dollars. 

Who is to stand all that loss? The manu- 
facturer will not. That is sure. Mr. Mills 


says the hands in the cotton mills will not get 
lower wages. Then either the growers or the 


transporters of the cotton must. Will the 


‘cotton planiers of Texas sell to the Massachu- 


seits mill men for less than they can get at 


Manchester? Mr. Mills would not advise 
them to. If the railroads lower their rates. 
the first thing they do will be to cut wages to 


enable them to do it. Aud, even if this 
$1,465,000 were provided for, is the manu- 
acturer to be allowed no profit, and is no 
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een bo cad for $714,000 hee than 
the cost of the raw material and the wages, 
and not ir ol jing any of the other items of 
ex pense 0 enumerated as to cotton. 
Hides -ab 2 datiable, and leather would be 
no cheaper u the wages of leather-makers 
were cut dow: How is that $714,000 and sev- 
as bonds to be provided for with- 
out cutting the wages of the workmen? 

It might be well for Mr. Mills to revise his 
figures, His estimates appear to be wildly 
absurd. It would be pleasant for the con- 
sumers of country, of course, to get 
goods for leas than two-thirds or one- half of 
their actual Cost of production, but they will 
not be thus hvored in this world. 


ARGENTINE BANKING FOLLY.

jarer in Argentina. That is an 

‘untrue way of stating the fact, 
the truth being that the paper currency suf- 
fered a further decline in value, gold re- 
maining as it was before. The reason for this 
additional depreciation is now stated to be a 
Argentine Chamber of Depu- 
ties to authorize the issue of $45,000,000 more 
of “paper money” for the establishment of a 
new national bank. The measure had been 
pending for several months, and was widely 
regarded in Europe as a test of Argentine 
honesty. It how seems that the government 
of that country is unable to get rid of the idea 
which is favorably entertained in Alliance cir- 
cles here that the purchasing power of a total 
issue of pape currency can be increased by 


enlarging ita nominal amount. The decline 


in the purchasing power of each paper dollar 
since the last resolve to inflate proves to the 
contrary, if any proof were wanting addition- 
al to that furnished previously. The worth of 
each unit of the currency is sinking towards 
the point at which the larger sum will buy no 
more goods than the smaller sum in circula- 
tion before the $45,000,000 was added on, and 
every holder of paper money in that country 
becomes so much the poorer as a consequence 
of the change. 

The authors of the new law have made a 
violent effort to stop the rise in the gold pre- 
mium. They have provided a further mora- 
torium of two years for all debts payable in 
gold, but giye creditors the option of claim- 
ing payment in currency at the rate of 250 
per cent, or équal to 40 cents on the dollar in 
gold. That is to say, for the next 
| two years | legal premium on gold 
in Argentine currency is to be two and a half 
of paper as equivalent to one in gold, irre- 
spective of the actual value of the currency. 
Of course sugh a provision can apply only to 
present indebtedness, as no man would be 
foolish enough to sell goods now on a gold 
basis and agree to take in payment paper 
money for two and a half times the amount. 
But few people in this country cen form any 
idea of the tremendous pressure of alleged 
necessity which induced the taking of this 
new step. Ih spite of the great plenty of rag 
money there it requires so much of it to buy 
a day’s work or the equivalent thereof in 
products of labor that the money is ter- 
ribly scare. Government salaries are said to 
be many months in arrears. Members of the 
Cabinet have given up the attempt to draw 
their own pay, and current liabilities have 
to be put off from one week to 
another, while the case is still worse 
with the peqple who are lower down in the 
scale. Each of them finds himself poorer 
with $400 in paper money than he used to be 
with $100 in gold. He cannot buy as much 
with the former as he, used to do with the lat- 
ter, and in afidition to that misery he has be- 
fore him the prospect of a further deprecia- 
tion in the purchasing power of his paper, so 
that there is no.,incentive to save the 
„money, While to r it in the purchase 
of property would be to saddle himself with a 
still bigger load of taxation. 

This is the pass to which the people of. Ar- 
gentina have been brought by the issue of a 
paper currescy intended to make them pros- 
perous. Substantially the same plan was 
adopted as that which the Ocala platform has 
demanded shall be introduced here. The idea 
was to issue so much money that it should be 
easy for everybody to borrow large amounts 
at low rates of intereston land and other prop- 
erty. The result was a big inflation of 
values ag measured in the currency, and it 
did not take more than three or four years to 
discover that this inflation was only nominal, 
since it would not hold when measured by 
gold. It was the paper that had depreciated, 
not the property that had advanced in real 
price. Thea it was found that it took three 
or four times as much ot the paper to buy 
goods as it used to do when they had less of it, 
and as anew $5 bill would buy little more than an 
old-fashioned dollar they were not much rich- 
er with ond than they would have been with 
the other. This is precisely the experience the 
people of the United States would pass through 
should they ever be so witless as to repeat the 
Argentine folly. 


EVERYBODY UNDERSTANDS IT EXCEPT 
| WATTERSON. 

The Louisville Courier-Journal is still un- 
able to understand the proposition that it 
would be much better for us to export another 
hundred millions of our surplus products than 
to send our bonds to Europe in payment for 
the goods we import in excess of our expend- 
itures. It insists that: 

Bonds are merely merchandise, differing no 
more from pétroleum than petroleum differs from 
cotton or wool. Bonds and stocks, too, are 
bought and sold every day in New York just as 
wheat is sold in Chicago. 

It is a pity Mr. Watterson is unable to get 
through his head the fact that the transactions 
which settls trades as between single indi- 
viduals do not necessarily settle trades as 
between nations. The transference of certain 
railroad bonds or shares of stock from one 
individual in America to another in Europe 
in exchange for certain goods settles the 
account as between them, but does not leave 
the two countries in the same position as be- 
fore. It is yery well known that the bond or 
the share of stock has to be paid for at some 
time or athér in money or in goods, and only 
in that way can the account be squared. If a 
man in America buys more goods of another 
American than he can pay for at the time he 
gives his nate for the amount due. He doeg 
not thereby square the account, but sim- 
ply secures an extension of the time of 
payment, and there are certain little matters 
of interest to be attended toin connection 
with the sqme, the result of which is that he 
pays more money for the goods than if he 
were able to put the cash down at the time of 
purchase. Ji ust the same between nations. When 
European goods are bought with American 
securities the debt is not thereby settled, but 
the time of paying for the goods is extended. 
It is left to be settled with current interest at 
some future period, and whether there be one 
or a series of these extensions the principal 
and interes have to be paid at maturity either 
in gold or goods. And the holder of the stock 
or bond hag not to wait that long. He has 
only to send it to Wali street, sell it at cur- 
rent rate, and have the gold sent to him by 
the broker.

So 
general is a knowledge of these familiar prin- 
ciples among those who have enjoyed the ad- 
vantages of a common-school education that 
it is probable his office boy could set him 
right on the matter if consulted in relation to 
it. Even the elevator boy, if he could shake 
off his reverence for the buss and his fear of 
losing a place by showing that he knew more 
than the editor, could instruct Mr. Watterson 
about these business principles while carrying 
him up and down between the sanctum and 
the street.

THE DEPLETED WATER FUND. 

Controller May’s plan for the relief of the 
water fund, which was presented to the Coun- 
cil last Monday and which will be discussed 
before the Fiaance committee today, seems 
to have the approval of the bankers and finan- 
ciers of the city, and with some modifica tions 
had better be approved by the committee and 
adopted by the Council.

An equal amount 
was wasted on political bummers and heelers 
employed as inspectors in the new tunnels at 
the Fourteenth street pumping station and in 
the Water Office under the Hamilton-Murray 
management, An amount of money equal to 
the total of the present deficiency was in effect 
stolen from the taxpayers for the contractors 
and the heelers, and out of this water fund. 
No wonder that it is depleted. By careful 
economy, by good management on the part of 
the Controller, the Commissioner of Public 
Works, and the Council the drain can be 
stopped soon. The Cregier hole in the ground 
will in a month or so come toanend. The 
inspecting force in the tunnels has already 
been reduced. The pumping engines have 
been paid for. The Lake View tunneling 
will hereafter be done in clay. The Onder- 
donk tunnels may be soon in use. There can 
be a general cutting down of expenses. With- 
in eighteen months all the certificates to be 
issued under the proposed May ordinance 
ought to be taken up. The interest on them 
should not exceed 44¢ per cent though. 


Reciprocity—Its Patentee. 

The long-existing jealousy felt by the Presi- 
dent and his friends for the Secretary of State. 
because of the credit so fully given to the latter 
by the people for the benefits of the reciprocity 
policy of the administration, has been made a 
matter of public knowledge, and apparently with 
the sanction of the President. The evidence of 
this jealousy, which was first expressed in one of 
the periodicals with which Russell Harrison is 
connected, is presented today in an article in the 
Washington Post, edited by Frank Hatton, and 
over the initials of Gen. H. V. Boynton, who ro- 
cently severed his connection with the Cincinnati 
Commercial-Gazette, after having served that pa- 
per ably and honorably for a quarter of a century.

To relieve the tedium of the dragging 
hours he took to hunting through newspapers for 
the poems, original and otherwise, they con- 
tained, and copying them in a smooth, round 
hand into a large blank book purchased especially 
for the purpose. In order to be free from inter- 
ruption while engaged in this sort of lite:ary 
labor he fitted up a room in the third story of one 
of his business blocks, and thither it became his 
custom to repair on coming down-town in the 
morning. With a severely poetic and melancholy 
look on his face he was wont to climb the long 
flights of stairs leading up to his temple of the 
muses, lock himself in, look through the daily 
and weekly papers of the city and vicinity for 
their original and poems, and copy into 
his big blank book all that struck his fancy. 
Whenever he saw an opportunity to improve any 
of these poetic gems by making changes in the 
rhyme, rhythm, or sentiment, omitting stanzas or 
adding entirely new ones of his own production, 
he did not hesitate, but made the necessary im- 
provement. From time to time, as the afflatus 
descended upon him, he evolved whole poems from 
his own exuberant fancy, and they went into the 
biank book with the others. The collection grew 
apace and at last the book was full. He got an- 
other one. In course of time he filled that also, 
but he had not yet worked all the poetry out of 
his system, and he kept on till he had a col- 
lection of several thousand poems and scraps 
of poems, grave, gay, somber, terrible, and unique. 
Such an aggregation of verse has never been 
scraped together since the foundation of the 
world and probably never will be again. He 
looked at the results of his labors with a pride 
that swelled and swelled unt) the idea of pub- 
lishing them came to his relief. It was an inspi- 
radon. To think was to act. He took the entire 
grist to a printing and publishing house, asked 
for estimates on an edition of about 5,000 copies 
of a book a trifle smaller than a quarto in size, 
containing from 750 to 1,000 pages, to be printed 
and bound in first-class style, with a red line 
around each page and a 3 of the author and 
compiler as a frontispiece. The negotiations re- 
sulted in his giving an order — a large edition. 
The books were printed regardless of expense, 
according to instructions, and then the 
gifted poet and collator rested from his 
labors. A price of G, if we mistake not, 
was fixed upon as about the proper figure, 
all things considered. and the bock in 
all its gorgeousness and beauty was turned on 
the market. It seems incredible, but a dull, sod- 
den, insensate public, with no poetry in its soul, 
neglected this marvelous work, spoke coldly and 
slightingly of it and for the most part refused to 
buy it; and one day the author in his righteous 
wrath loaded the priceless volumes ona huge 
truck wagon, had them shipped to Chicago, sold 
them to the second-hand book stores for the mis- 
erable sum of 20 cents acopy, and went out.of the 
poctry business forever. What encouragement 
has a native bardto tune bis soul to flights of 
lofty song in this prosaic country and in this bar- 
barous age?

Report on the Proposed Revision of the 
Belgian Constitution. 
[SPECIAL PABLE. | 

Brvssers, Oct. 29.— Belgian agitation 
in favor of the revision of the Constitution 
and the extension of the suffrage entered to- 
day upon a new phase. The House of 
Representatives Nov. 28 last had voted 
upon the principle of revision and suffrage 
extension. parliamentary committee.

different tactics would be adopted if the 
administration contemplated an attack on 
Chile. Vessels would not be dispatched one 
by one as has been done. Instead the vessels 
already there would be recalled and an entire 
fleet as large as possible sent together, not to 
Valparaiso, but to Iquique, where the nitrate 
beds are located. These are the pocketbook 
of the Chilean government, and here is where 
the first strike would be made. One of the first 
moves would doubtless be to blockade this port 
against all vessels, attacking Chilean vessels 
as they approached. What the department 
is doing now in the way of augmenting the 
forces in the Southern Pacific is what should 
have been done months ago. The purpose 
is not to fight Chile, but to educate that 
country up to the idea that we are not 80 
poorly equipped from a naval standpoint. 
A respectable fleet, such us the Baltimore, 
San Francisco, Yorktown, Boston, Atlanta, 
Chicago, and Beanington make, would have 
some effect toward bringing the government 
to its senses and help the diplomatic nego- 
tiations along immensely. 

The sooner we add to Admiral Brown’s 
forces the readier, it is believed. the recalci- 
trant government will be to settle the outrage 
on tho American sailor upon the lines laid 
down by this government.

It has been 
suggested by some far-seeing naval officers 
that the State Department at once secure the 
services of several special agents and station 
them at various forei ports between here 
and Chile, notabiy St. Lucia, Bahia, and 
Sandy Point, with authority and money to 
charter steamers and fili them with coal to 
be ready at a moment’s notice to proceed to 
sea to meet our war vessels at. certain stated 
points, which conld be arranged through tele- 
graphic communication beforehand. 
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AMERICAN GUNBOATS AVAILABLE. 


Formidable Vessels That Could Be Sent to 
Chile on Short Notice, 

New York, Oct. 29.—/Special.|—The 
Brooklyn Navy-Yard, where a good part of 
the North Atlantic squadron is now stationed, 
exhibited no signs of excitement or sudden 
preparations today. Capt. Erben, the com- 
mandant, said that the official mail and dis- 
patches from Washjngton today contained no 
reference to the possible movements of 
the navy in the Chilean matter or or 
ders for extraordinary work in fitting 
out cruisers now in the  navy-yard 
for service. or hastening the repairs which are 
under way on the vessels not in condition for 
aseatrip. Capt. Erben said: It is the opin- 
ion held at the yard that the trouble between 
our government and Chile will not go so far 
as to necessitate the sending to Valparaiso of 
some of the cruisers. Nothing official relative 
to the course of the government has been ro- 
ceived here. In case it should become 
necessary to send part of the navy to 
South America, not more than four 
ships would be needed to 
our rations against Chile 
nayy. During its recent war that country lost 
several of its vessels, and at present there are 
nor more than three or four warships in its 
navy which could offer resistance to our cruis- 
ers. It is hardly probable that England, Ger- 
many, or any of the great powers of Europe 
would interfere between the United States and 
Chile should war result between these coun- 
tries from the recent episode at Valparaiso, 
and if it should be necessary to send cut our 
navy to the South Pacific there would be no 
need of holding back a number of warships 
to protect the coast in anticipation of trouble 
with European governments. As faras Ger- 
many is concerned the Admiral of its navy 
has stated that he believed the treatment of 
the American sailors was an outrage and the 
United States Government had a right to 
reparation. England, however great may be 
its commercial and financial mterests in 
Chile, will never take sides against the 
United States in trouble arising from the 
recent outrage, To get the cruisers and other 
vessels now here in condition for the voyage 
would take but a fewdays. The repairs on 
the Atlanta could be completed in a week or 
ten days. The trip from here would be 
to St. Thomas, where the vessels would coal 
up: from there to Pernambuco, to Rio Ja- 
neiro, to Montevideo, around the Cape 
and up the coast to Valparaiso, a distanc, 
roughly speaking, of 12,000 miles. This 
could be covered im from forty to fifty days 
and in even less by some of the cruisers at 
extra speed. The statement made that a land 
force could coéperate with the navy by having 
troops carried to Colon across the Isthmus of 
Panama and thence by transport steamer to 
Valparaiso is impracticable for the reason 
that the United States of Colombia would not 
allow foreign troops in time of war to cross 
at that point.”

STRENGTH OF CHILE’S NAVY. 


List of the Ships It Could Muster in Case 
| of War. . 

New York, Oct. 29.—[Special.]—Chile’s 
navy and the ships it can muster in case of 
war are naturally a source of great interest 
now. In mere matters of numbers Cnile’s 
navy is quite strong, Especially is this true 
of its torpedo boats. Of these it possesses a 


large flotilla, all of them being fast and capa- 


ble of doing a great amount of damage if they 
get near enough. Of these the most formida- 
ble are the Almirante Lynch and the Almi- 
rante Condell, both of them of 730 tons dis- 
placement and with an estimated speed of 
twenty-one knots. They carry four tor- 
0 tubes apiece and must be 
classed as dangerous, although their 
batteries are insignificant. Nor is it probable 
that they would be able to surprise our ships 
as they did the Blanco Encaladain the late 
war. They are built of steel. In the a ye 
flotilla are also the foliowing vessels, all of 
them of prea | tons displacement, with an 
estimated speed of twenty-two knots: Fresia, 
Geracolda, Suuca, Glaura, Tegualds, Jan- 
equeo, Guale, Quidara,and Rucuinilla. All of 
them are steel and have four tor 
each. The Co ape 
torpedo boats of forty tons, eighteen knots 
speed and fitted with two torpedo tubes apiece. 

As to armored vessels Cbile is not by any 
means up to us. The most formidable of 
those immediately available is the Esmeralda, 
well remembered in connection with the 
Itata affair. The Esmeralda is a deck-pro- 
tected steel eruiser of 2,810 tons displacement. 
It carries in its main battery two 10-inch 
twenty-four ton guns, surpassing any of ours 
in caliber, It is speedy. Its secondary bat- 
tery consists of six 6-inch — and it also 
carries seven machine guns. porte state its 
10-inch guns have not as yet been worked sat- 
isfactorily. All in all, however, it is a good 
vessel in good fighting trim. 

Another strong vessel is the Cochrane, an 
armor-clad battie-ship of 3,870 tons displace- 
ment and heayily protected with armor. Its 
battery consists of four Ninch eighteen-ton 
guns, two 7-inch breech-loading guns, and four 
small guns. ithas aspeed of thirteen knots. 

There are three vessels which the Chileans 
would doubtless like to have on hand if a sud- 
den emergency were to arise, The first of 
these is the Capt. Prat, which is not in 
Chilean waters at all. This vessel is an 
armor-clad of 6,900 tons. It bas a belt of 

112 inches thick, and carries a battery of 
our 94¢-inch guns and echt 4. 7. inch guns. 
With the estimated speed of nineteen knots, 
it is stronger than any of our vessels now on 
the Chilean coast. Itis not likely, however, 
that it could get anywhere near Chile in time 
to be of any 4vail. two other ships, which 
are not now in Chile, are the fast cruisers 
Presidente Pinto and Presidente Errazuriz. 
They are twin ships of 2,080 tons. Their bat- 
teries are not particularly heavy. The vessels 
carry two 47-inch, and four 24-inch guns. 


They are all quick-fire pieces. As stated 
above, these boats have not yet been reported 
in Chilean waters. They could probably be 
on hand in time for activé operations. The 
other vessels of the navy need not be particu- 
larly feared. They are mostly entirely uopro- 
tected, y only small guns. y are 
also slow, and no match in any sense for our 
own vessels. Among them are the corvettes 
Obtao, 1,070 toas; Chacabuco, 1,100 tons; the 
rams Magelianese, O’Higgins, and Pilcomayo. 
The three latter have an average speed of ten 
knots and carry practically no guns. The 
Amazonas and Augamo are dispatch vessels of 
fourteen knots.

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THEY ALL HATE CHILE, 


The Arrogant Republic Cordially Disliked 
by All South American Countries. 

New Yorx, Oct. 29.—One merchant largely 
engaged in trade with Chile said: 

The statement of Julio Foster that trouble 
between the United States and Chile would 
endanger our scheme of reciprocity with other 
South American nawons is all rubbish, Chile 
is Cordiall hated by all the other 
South American nations. It has fought with 
Bolivia and Peru and threatened war with the 
Argentine. In all its dealings with other 
South American powers it has been so ar- 
rogant that there is not one that loves 
it. It believes itself to be the strongest and 
most civilized power in South America, and is 
jealous of the influence ot the United States. 
A chastisement of Chile by the United States 
would be just what would delight the other 
South American nations.” 

A naval officer said: In case of actual 
hostilities with Chile we should be under great 
disadvantage on the coal question.

IS THE POLICE FUND EXHAUSTED? 


The Demand Made on the Council for 
$180,000, 

It appears that the police appropriation for 
this fear will be exhausted the first week of 
December. There is now a demand on 
the. Council to withdraw $180,000 from the 
general fund and place it to the credit of the 
potice fund so as to meet the expenses of the 
department for the last monthin the year. 
Theté is some opposition to this line of finan- 
cial policy. But there is little doubt that 
it will, be adopted. As Ald, Kent of 
the Finance committee says: We cannot 

ord to disband our police force in Decem- 
ber.“ The total appropriation for police pur- 
poses this year was $2,394,435, an enormous 
sum, surely. It was 10 per cent larger than 
the amount appropriated for the previous 
year. It was aeknowledged to be-sufficient 
by Mr. Marsh, who was in control of the de- 

ent when it was made. But it has been 
ound inadequate because of the wasteful and 
tawiless political extravagance of the depart- 
ment r Marsh and Cregier. And, if the 
truth must be told, because that wasteful and 
la policy was not checked promptly 
enough and with a firm hand. 

Durmg the first three months of the year, 
hefore. the appropriation was made, Marsh

In counting the ballots the clerks of election 
are particularly instructed that they must tally 
at once upon the biank tally sheets furnished by 
the Commissioners the votes as called by the 
judges of election, and that no memorandum of 
any description should be used for that purpose 
other than said tally sheets. 

Immediately after closing the polls the judges 
shall, at the polling place, canvass the votes with- 
out adjournment or postponement until the can- 
vass and the statements required of them and of 
the clerks have been completed. 

If it is possible from the face of ‘the ballot to 
determine the voter’s choice for any office to be 
filled his ballot shall be counted for such office. 

The Commissioners will issue special in- 
structions to the judges as tothe manner of 
counting the votes. 


SELECTION OF THE CHALLENGERS. 


The Duties of the Republican Campaign 
Managers. a 

Besides getting out the Republican voters 
the Republican campaign managers have 
other important duties to perform election 
day and in the meantime. All the chal- 
lengers are not yet selected. In some cases 
the challengers are not the kind of men that 
ought to be selected. They are not sufficiently 
bright and ‘aggressive, and they will bear 
scrutiny. Some Sf the best work in this mat- 
ter of selection fas been done in the, Seven- 
teenth and Eighteenth Wards by E. J. Dwyer 
and M. R. Mandelbaum. They have selected 
for challengers the best men that it has been 
possible to gecure—steady, alert, well-posted 
men, who will fearlessly perform their duty. 
In the First Ward, also, the selections are ad- 
mitable. But there seems to be something 
lacking yet in the Twenty-ninth, Thirtieth, 
and Twenty-fourth Wards, and for some un- 
explained reason the list of challengers for the 
Eighth and Ninth Wards hae not yet been 
handed in. It is promised today. 

Election Commissioner Coyne said yester- 
— that if any authenticated report was made 
to him or to the Election Board of the en- 
croachment by the Democratic primary 
managers in the vicinity of the regular poll- 
ing-booths he would take measures at once to 
check the encroachments. Now, here is an 
opportunity for the Republican campaign 
managers. They complain of those encroach- 
ments, and no doubt with good reason, but 
they lack energy to formulate the complaints 
and to present them to the proper authorities, 
If they will only present the complaints to the 
Election Board and substantiate them there is 
little doubt that the encroachments will be 
prevented. But it is no use presenting them 
to the newspaper-meén at this time. The Re- 
publican committeemen should look into this 
matter. 

The Republican Campaign committee is 
printing a large number of copies of the of- 
ficial ballot on tinted paper, so as to prevent 
the possibility of duplication or the appear- 
ance of it. Those tinted official ballots will 
be used at the polls to show voters wanting to 
** scratch’ how the scratch can be made, and 
to otherwise instruct them. In this way they 
will be quite useful. 


REFUSES TO ISSUE THE INJUNCTION, 


Judge Tuley Declines the Petition in the 
Wakely Case. 

In Judge Tuley’s court yesterday Ebenezer 
Wakely appeared to ask for an injunction to 
restrain the judges and clerks of election of 
the First Precinct of the Thirty-second Ward 
from refusing to accept and count the 
vote of Mrs. Emma Wakely. Mr. 
Wakely had ver little to say, as 
Attorney Hirschl, who represents Mary A. 
Ahrens in a mandamus case, edged his way to 
the front with a red-hot argument. Mr. 
Hirschl contended the election matters were 
subject to the control of a court of equity 
when it was shown that a suit at law for 
damages was inadequate. There were no 
precedents of authorities for this case, as such 
a state of affairs has never before existed. 
The Election Commissioners labored under 
an erroneots construction of the law. An ac- 
tion at law for damages was not a complete 
remedy. Courts have held that where dam- 
ages were difficult to estimate a court of 
chancery ¢ould interfere. A jury could not 
estimate the value of a vote which may be the 
turning one of an election. 

Judge Tuley materially differed with the 
counsel. The application, said the court, 
grew out of instructions given by the Election 
(Commissioners to the judges of election pro- 
hibiting the registering of women not nat- 
uralized prior to 1870. There was not a word 
in the Election law which authorized the Com- 
missioners to give such an instruction. With 
as much propriety the Commissioners 
could prevent a man from voting 
cause had only one arm. Judges 
of _ election are to comply with 
the Election law as laid down, and if they act 
with honest intentions a damage suit is of no 
avail. Election law provides for an ap- 
peal to the Board of Commissioners and then 
to the County Court, which has full jurisdic- 
tion of such matters, The Supreme Court has 
held that a court of equity can deal only with 
property interests, and here the court was 
asked to interfere with personal rights. 

“ Suppose I were to issue an injunction just 
before election,” continued the Judge, 
venting j from receiving votes or record- 
ing them, I would simply be controlling the 
election; 4 position which I do not propose to 
assuine. There 1s no foundation whatever for 
this bill, and the motion for injunction must 
be denied.“

DEMOCRATIC HYPOCKISY MADE PLAIN 


The Efforts to Malign Orville T. Bright a 
Manifest Absurdity. 

An absurd fuss has been made by the Demo- 
cratic organs over a passage in a letter writ- 
ten by O. T. Bright, Republican candidate for 
County Superintendent of Schools, to a Ger- 
man-American friend, It has been sought to 
put on this passage an interpretation which 
would convict Mr. Bright of truckling toa 
faction or of playing double. The following 
is the passage, and it will be eeen that it is not 
capable of such interpretation: 

As to compulsory education. I believe that the 
State should see that all children go to school 
with rare exceptions, but that the parents should 
be left free in the choice of schools, whether pub- 
lic, parochial, or private; that the conduct of 
parochial and private schools should be left tothe 
care of those who support them. i have no fears 
about the lish langu in these schools. The 
practical n of instruction in this languages in 
this country and the common sense of the people 
who support and who teachin private schools 
will be safeguard enough. 

The teacherina Lutheran school said to me 
4 * We could get no scholars if we did not 
teach the reading and writing of English.” The 
pupils in these ools know that they are to be- 
come citizens of the United States, and the pa- 
rents know they are to have a part in the govern- 
ment. They know, too, that the English language 
is indispensable to their success, either in busi- 
ness or citizenship. 

There is nothing of the truckler or of the 
double dealer in this. It is a frank expression 
of honest views by a candid, liberal, fair- 
minded man. The attemptto use it to Mr. 
Bright’s injury will not work. The abuse to 
which he has been subjected on account of 
this utterance 1s wholly undeserved. The de- 
nunciations of him based on it by one of the 
holier-than-thou organs is sheer hypocrisy.

D. Blinn,-R. D. Adams, and W. S. Kay, met 
in regular session here today, considered a 
number of claims, and filed a decision m the 
case of Jefferson Trickle vs. The State.

There was an indorsement „Pay bearer, H. 
Fellows, Commissioner.“ Mr. Trickle never 
resented this scrip for payment until Aug. 1, 
882, when his claim was filed with 
the Auditor of Public Accounts. The 
Claims Commission, after securing an 
opmion from the Attorney-General and 
after making u thorough examination of the 
authorities on the subject, now declares that 
the claim is barred by the statute of limita- 
tions, not having been presented within two 
years from the time the claim may have 
arisen nor prior to Jan. 1, 1840. Commis- 
sioner Kay files an additional opinion, in ef- 
fect that the commissivn has no jurisdiction 
of the claim. He says: I think the claim 
should be presented to the Legislature in or- 
der that, if satisfied the paper evidenced a le- 
gal demand, it shouid determine whether pub- 
lie policy demands that the statute of limita- 
tions should be enforced.”’

RELIGIOUS WARFARE IN MINNESOTA. 


Roman Catholics and Protestants at Odds 
on the Public School Question, 
Miyngzapouis, Minn., Oct. 29.—[Special. ]— 
The big Minnesota row between the Protes- 
tants and Catholics over the turning over of 
the parochial schools of Faribault and Still- 
water to the public school boards of educa- 
tion took an ultra-sensational turn last night. 
A week ago the Rev. G. L. Morrill returned 
from a visit to Faribault and reported that he 
found pictures of Pope Leo m the old pa- 
rochial schools and that the Catholic religion 
was being taught as part of the curriculum. 
This stirred up the Protestants even more 
than the Baptist resolutions at St. Cloud, and 
last night the Minnesota Department of the 
Patriotic Sons of America hela a convention 
in Minneapolis. The convention was called 
quietly. Noone but members of the order 
knew anything about it. There were over 300 
members of the order present, coming from 
all over the State, and the reigning sentiment 
of the meeting was down with the Catholics 
and tne Catholic schools.“ To state the pro- 
ceedings of the meeting briefly and concisely, 
the most bitter, emphatic declarations and 
denunciations of the Rev. G. L. Mor- 
rill on the subject of the 
assumption of the school boards of Faribault 
and Stillwater of control of the parochial 
schools of those cities were unqualifiedly in- 
dorsed, but the meeting did not stop at talk- 
ing and resolutions. Subscriptions were called 
for towards a campaign — Before a great 
many minutes had elapsed $1,000 was sub- 
.scribed and paid into the hands of the State 
Treasurer. The order will carry this school 
question into the courts. Eugene Rooks, a 
-Minneapolis lawyer, is the State Organizer of 
the order and he will lead the fight on the 
school boards that have dared to extend their 
authority to the parochial schools. The legal 
ings will begin with the service of an 
injanction upon the financial officials of the 
State, county, and city restraining the pay- 
ment of any money to the school boards of 
Stillwater or Faribauit.

THE DYNAMO MADE HARMLESS. 


The Remarkable Claim of a Young Oregon 
Electrician and Inventor. : 

F. J. Crouch of Eugene has invented a 
harmless dynamo which a child can handle 
without fear of danger, says the Portland 
Oregonian. When the Eugene Light compa- 
ny waSergauized four years ago he became 
its electrician. Then and there he set to work 
to invent a harmless dynamo, one which would 
not require expensive insulation nor entail 
danger to life. The dynamo now on exhibi- 
tion at the exposition is the result of four years 
of . and experiment. Upon it Mr. 
Crouch has spent every cent he — earned in 
four years, exclusive of the cost of providing 
for his family. His invention, rude as it is 
represents an outlay of between $5,000 and 
$6,000, Mr. Crouch said yesterday that he was 
tempted several times to give up the work, 
but seeing that he had gone so far and spent 
somuch money he determined to hold up his 
end and win or lose. Once he adjusted things 
wrong and received a shock which sent him 
across the room. 

Mr. Crouch says his machine is very simple, 
and adds that the secret of success is in the 
winding, induction, and proportion of metals. 
There is another secret which he will not di- 
vulge. He says the success of his invention is 
in one wire, but he does not desire to discuss 
the matter. Mr, Crouch gave his invention a 
severe test in the presence of several people, 
including a reporter, yesterday afternoon. 
His er urpose was to show that his 
machine was harmless and that it was impos- 
sible to get a shock from it. 

“Do you think Ican do it?“ he asked of 
those around him. 

A dubious look crept over the faces of all in 
the party. No one would volunteer to be the 
subject of a test, so Mr. Crouch volunteered. 
Mr. Crouch then took two naked wires from 
the terminals of the dynamo and placed them 
in his mouth, If he had fallen dead no one 
would have been surprised. He kept the 
wires in his mouth a moment, ana, removing 
them, said my that he had not been 

The only thing that he felt was a 
tickling sensation of the tongue. 

Probably there is no power in the wires, 
one of thes rs suggested. 

Mr. Crouch smiled and released a sixteen- 
candle power i escent from its attach- 
ment. Then he put the wires into his mouth 
again, crossed them and connected them with 
the incandescent lamp and a bright light 
shone from the globe. Then the inventor 
placed his hand on one of the brushes and a 
spectator took hold of the other and the two 
jomed hands. Mr. Crouch broke the current 
repeatedly, but neither he nor his friend 
was in the least affected. Mr. Crouch 
explained that his machine required an ab- 
solutely metallic circuit or it would not work. 
Other machines ground and became useless 
with this kind of a circuit. The inventor then 
wrapped each of the wires around a piece of 
carbon, and placed his hands around the naked 
wires brought the points of the carbon into 
contact. e result was a 2,000-candle power 
are light, which shone with dazzling brilliancy. 
Previously Mr. Crouch rubbed one of the 
wires on a carbon which was connected with 
the other wire and the first wire melted. 

A feature of Mr. Crouch’s exhibit is a six- 
teen-candle power light burning in a jar of 
water, the naked wire being exposed to the 
water. Right above the jar is a light and an 
electric bell on the same circuit. telegraph 
instrument has been worked a distance of 
three or four miles on the same line as an 
electric light without damage to either branch 
of the service. Again the incoming and out- 
going wires of the dynamo have been run 
without insulation through mud, and then 
started lights without any loss of power. Mr. 
Crouch says his dynamo has the power of ten 
volts. It will run fifty sixteen-candle power in- 
candescents with four and one-half horse-pow- 
er, including friction. In inventing it Mr. 
Crouch says he cast aside all the theories 
of construction of electrical machines and 
started on a new track.

SACRIFICED TO RACE PREJUDICE. 


How the Canadian French Press Views the 
Hon. J. A. Chaplean’s Resignation. 

Orrawa, Ont., Oct. 29.—-The resignation of 
the Hon. J. A. Chapleau, Secretary of State 
and the leader of the French Canadians, con- 
tinues to create great excitement throughout 
Canada. Mr. Chapleau spent yesterday in 
Montreai in consultation with his political sup- 
porters. Tremendous efforts are bemg made 
to effect a compromise. It is certain, how- 
ever, that Premier Abbott will not give Chap- 
leau the railway portfolio and antagonize 
Ontario, the Protestant province. 

It may be assumed without danger of going 
very far astray that Mr. Chapleau’s communi- 
cation to the Premier or ultimatum, as some 
call it, is based largely on the doctrine that 
Quebec has beer refused or not given the 

lace in the cabinet to which she is entitled. 
His views seem to be borne out by an article 
in Le Canada which not only claims the 
portfolio of railways as a. right for the Pro- 
vince of Quebec and turns the question of Mr. 
Chapleau’s portolio into one of provincial 
rights. but brings up the race cry as well. 
next point urged in favor of Mr. Chap- 
leau’s right to the portfolio of railway in his 
‘position as leader of the French Conservatives 
in Quebec, With res to this the question 
is asked, how many does Chapleau head and 
how many members will follow him against 
the government in the House? In Quebec it 
is claimed that Mr. Chapleau can control 
twenty-two votes in the Dominion House of 
Commons. A claim put forward on behalf of 
Mr. Chapleau is that he is called upon to 
sacrifice himself to party exigencies; in other 
words to give up the portfolio to which he is 
entitled for the sake of Ontario fanatics. On 
this and the race question Le Canada, says:

COLORADO ROADS LOYAL TO THE 
WESTERN TRAFFIC ASSOCIATION, 


They Simply Ask to Have Certain Local 
Traffic in Which Other Lines Are Not 
Interested Removed from Its Jurisdic- 
ton — Heavy Increase in Milwaukee and 
St. Paul Earnings—The Baltimore and 
Ohio Arranges for New Issue of Stock— 
Other Railway News. 

The Commissioners of the Western Traftic 
Association returned from St. Louis yesterday, 
where a meeting of the Big Six was held 
Wednesday for the purpose of considering the 


application of roads in Colorado to have cer- 
tain local Colorado traffic removed from the 


jurisdiction of the Trans-Missoun Freight As- 
sociation and to fix relative rates on coal from 
Missouri and Iowa mines to Kansas and 
Nebraska stations, | 
Elaborate arguments were made by the 
representatives of the Union Pacific, Denver 
and Rio Grande, and other Colorado roads in 


‘the matter of request for removal of certain 


traffic from the jurisdiction of the Western 
Traffic Association. It was claimed that the 
traffic in question was altogether local and 
great embarrassment was caused by having 
it made subject to the rules of the 
Trans-Missouri Division of the Western 
Traffic Association, thereby giving a voice 
to roads not in the least interested in the busi- 
ness, ‘The decision of the Board of Commis- 
sioners in this matter has not yet been made 
public, but it is understood that the request 
of the Colorado roads will be granted and that 
the latter will form an independent Colorado 
association for the regulation of that traffic. 

It is this matter which gave rise to tne re- 
port that the Union Pacific, Denver 
and Rio Grande, Rio Grande West- 
ern, and Colorado Midland have given 
notice of withdrawal from the Western 
Traffic Association. The Commissioners say 
nothing of the kind is or has been contem- 
plated and the Culorado-Utah traffic to be re- 
moved from the jurisdiction of the association 
is simply local traffic, subject only to agree- 
ment by lines immediately interested, has 
nothing whatever to do with the through 
traffic for the regulation of which the Western 
Traffic Aseociation was organized. 

The business of all the roads in the associa- 
tion is so heavy at present and promises to be 
still better during the winter that no road in 
the association could afford to withdraw at 
this time, as such action would create trouble- 
some complications and might lead to serious 
reductions in rates and heavy loss in reve- 
nues. 


NEW BALTIMORE AND OHIO STOCK. 


President Mayer Secures Subscriptions from 
English Capitalists. 

It is understood that President Mayer of 
the Baltimore and Onio railroad company 
while in Europe recently secured subscrip- 
tions from English capitalists for $5,000,000 
new 5 per cent stock of the company, and that 
the stockholders of the Baltimore and Ohio 
will be asked to ratify the issue of this and 
also of $5,000,000 additional at their annual 
meeting next month.

as a 20 per cent stock dividend, or 5 per cent 
per — during the four years since which 

ividends were declared. ö 

It is further understood that the directors 
will at their next meeting declare a dividend 


of 1 per month of- the 
fiseal. year ending Sept. 30 last, and it is be- 
lieved that hereafter the company will pay a 
dividend regularly of 5 per cent per annum.

| WANTS TO BE PAID FOR THE PROPERTY 


John H. Dunham's Bill Against the City 
of ( hicago— Real- Estate 

In a lengthy bill filed in the Circuit Court 
yesterday John H. Dunham asks for an in- 
junct:on to restrain the City of Chicago from 
condemning eight feet of his property be- 
tween Madison and Woodiawn avenues for the 
widening of Fifty-first street for a boulevard. 
Durham represents that in 1869 he became 
the owner of 661 feet of land between Fiftieth 
and Fifty-first streets and Madison and Wood- 
lawn avenues which he subdivided into lots. 
A strip 145 feet north of Fifty-first street was 
dedicated a» a park and conditions made that 
buildings were to face the park, thus bringing 
the barns and outer-houses towards Fifty-first 
street. In 1873 the Village of Hyde Park be. 
gan proceedings to condemn the south seven- 
teen feet of complainant’s land to widen 
Fifty-first street. For property taken and 
for damage to the remainder a jury 
awarded complainant $19,830.60. In order to 
settle the litigation the Village of Hyde Park 
entered into a contract with Dunham by 
which the village was to take only nine feet of 
Dunham’s property and to pay him $8,000. 
Under this arrangement the street was widened 
to niuety-two feet, but Dunham says he never 
received the $8,000. At the same time it was 
8 in writing that the village was not 
to bring any more condemnation suits to take 
more property. 

The annexation of Hyde Park to Chicago is 
set forth, and the claim made the latter 
is bound to all the agreements made by the 
village. Without a petition signed by the 
owners of two-thirds of the frontage between 
East End avenue aud Drexel boulevard, it is 
said that the City Council recently passed an 
ordinance for the further widening 
of Fifty-first street for a pleasure driveway.
